The Marquis of Loine was so 
shocked ou roading the falsehood told by the 
Premier in the House of Commons on Thurd- 
day last, aa reported in the newspapers, that 
ho wrote a letter to Sir John sharply’ repri- 
manding bim for bis cowardly conduct. On 
Saturday morning the Premier was compelled 
to have an interview with his Exoellenoy, and 
‘as a result of that interview, this aftersoon, 
9p the tloor of the House of Commons,he con- 
tradicted bis furmer announcement, and stated 
that the reforence of the matter to England 
Ly the Governor-General was uot made with- 
‘out the advice of the Goveroment. A more 
dingracefal procedare than this oa the part of s 
conatitational advisor to a vicwroy or even & 
sovereign has scarcely ever been recorded. The 
Governor General, having his confidence in 
the integrity of the leader of the Government 
deatroyert, has bent Captain Harvey, his A. 
D, C., to England as a special messenger bear, 
ing déapatchos, and to make such other verbal 
explanations as may be necessary.” 

Sir John’s anawor to this is thus given 
in tho report :— 

“This is verbatin ef Hiteratin, oa sent over 
the wires by a friead of mine, and communi- 
cated to ma in advance of the mail, I ahowed 
it tohis Excellency and asked his permimion 
to contradict it, I have his Excollency's per 
mmission to contradict this statement. ” When 
T asked him for thls permiaaion he said, '*Cor- 
tainly, if you think it worth while to contra- 
dict such reports, There is no foundation 
whatever for the statements made.” (Loud 
cheers) 

The Globe certainly, in the face of the 
above facts, occupies a moat contemptible 
position, being convicted of deliberate 
falsehoods. However, this is not the first 
time that veracious aboot has been convict- 
od of similar crimos.

only get a weekly mail. I ask tho Gov- 
ernment not to reduce this oxpenditure 
but to extend itas much as possible. The 
total increase in the postal service from 
1874 to 1878 was $406,301, and from tho 
yen 1873 it was $397,608. Now, what 
avo wo gct for this increased outlay! It 
in quite evident that tho postmastors are 
not over paid. Of all officials in the public 
service there aro no mon ao poorly paid as 
poatmastors, In tho country offices, as 
well as in the towns and cities, those m: 
have great responsibility, and they 
obliged to be at their poate almoat night 
and day. For this increased expenditure 
of $137,008 wo have had 860 now post 
offices established. The number in 1873 
was 4,018, and in 1878 they had increased

York. In 1876, I find they collected 8148, 
000,000, anil the coat of collection was $6,- 
072,000, divided among six thousand ro- 
venue officers, and the average was not 
quite five per cent, You have to pay men 
to collect the revenue, liberally, becatiso 
public servants must bo paid well, if you 
want them to sorve faithfully, Tho hion, 
gontloman advanced a crade theory of col- 
lecting the customs by a percontage. I 
make bold to say auch a course i not 
adopted in any civilized country, and 


wonld not bo advisable for us 
to entertain, Tho customs being our 
great source of revenue any dor 


reliction of duty might seriously aflect our 
income, Taku, for instance tho result of 
the aystom of onr neighbors, where the 
tenure of office is dependent upon tho party 
in powor; the tendency has boon always to 
load officials to make the best of their po- 
ion while they held them, and very often 
the revenue suffered in consequence. In 
the course of the hon. gentloman's remarks 
he pointed out, ina friendly mannor, tho 
policy they, should adopt, but told thom he 
considered it was necessary that they 
should reduce thoir own aalarios, If tho 
country could be served faithfully and well 
ata less price and by good men, thero 
would be no objection, but to my mind 
when you have & good man you shonld pay 
him, and I don't boliove it in tho desiro of 
the poople of this country that the Minis- 
tors of the Crown should be underpaid, 
provided they adminiator tho affaira of the 
country in an honest, economical and ca- 
pablo manner, Above all things, honesty and 
efficioncy are . When we come to 
consider what Ministers of the Crown 
should be paid, wo ought to be guided 
by precedent.’ We know of ono ro- 
spected and revered man who haa passed 
away from amongst us after twonty 
years of public sorvice—most of tho time 
holding positions in the Government of the 
country with a large income, besides his 
salary—who had never saved anything for 
his family. We know of nono who have 
beon ministers of the Crown who havo re- 
tired from the public service wealthy men. 
‘There may have been rich men among them 
but we have never hoard of it, Althongh 
many of them had largo incomes, in ad- 
dition to their official salaries, their ox- 
ponaes wore so large that, in nine cases out 
often, they died or left political life poor 
men, In England, whero they don’t pay 
their members of Parliament, they aro 
more liberal. In that country, if a gentlo- 
man has sorved as a Minister of tho Crown 
for four years—it noed not be contin 
—he Is entitled to receive a_ po 
from £1,000 to £2,000 a year for life.

Were that the 
case, they would not acceptotit, Iknow, 
myself, yory many postmasters who say 
that thoy merely take the position for the 
purpose of giving postal accommodation to 
their neighbors. If my hon. friend for 
Saugeon had looked more carefully into 
this matter, he certainly would not have 
mado tho statement he did tho othor day 
in referenco to that Department. There 
‘one other point to which I desire to call 
attontion—the expense which has been in- 
curred in repairing and furnishing Rideau 
Hall, The amount which has been 
paid in five years is as follows :—

Total in these five years, .$215,161 17 
Equal to $45,030.03 per annum. 
Whon wo add to this amount, which has 
been expended in repairing and furnishin, 
theao buildings, tho salary, travelling a 
other expenses of the Governor-General, I 
think the House will agree with mo that 
thore should be a limit to this enormous 
outlay.

‘The tariff debate was resumed by Messrs. 
Caron and Kilvert, who in short spocches 
advocated protection, and claimed that the 
new tariff would work a beneficial influence 
on commerce and the manufacturing in- 
duatries of the country.

To properly appreciate the abovo, it is 
necessary to recall the following facts :— 


Mr, Tilley, who had been for a namber of 
years tho leader of the Liberal party in New 
Branawick, and who had warmly advocated 
the confederation of the Provinces, took 
office as Minister of Customa in the frat 
Government of the Dominion, On Febru. 
ary 25th, 1873, ho became Minister of Fin- 
ance, and continued to occupy that position 
until the reaignation of the Government in 
November of that year, when ho received 
the appointment of Lieutenant-Gorernor 
of Now Brunswick, Sir Albert J, Smith, 
at tho date of his letter, was Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries in the Mackenzie ad- 
ministration, which, being about to appeal 
to the country in the following year, aa the 
term of the then existing Parliament would 
shortly expire, felt very uneasy as to the 
fature conduct of Mr, Tilley, whose lease 
of oftice was drawing to a closo, and whose 
opposition, aa being the foremost man in 
Now Bronawick, would very seriously woak- 
en the Government not only in his own 
Province, bnt in the Maritime Provinces 
Hence, judging Mr, Tilley, 
despite his untarnished character and un- 
compromiaing honesty, to bo as purchasable 
aa one of themselves, tho Ministry, through 
Sir Albert Smith, made a bold attempt to 
buy Mr. Tilloy’s support, or purchase his 
silence, aa they had done in the casca of 
others before him. Thus a second term 
as Lieutenant-Governor was offered as a 
reward of his continued removal from the 
field of politics, tho alternative of 
a seat in the Cabinet as tho price of his do- 
sertion of his political friends ; and to make 
the latter proposition more effective, Sir 
Albert urged that the Government was cer- 
tain to be sustained and consequently as- 
sured of another five years in office. This 
gross attempt at corruption, although 
worthy of the notorions Walpole in his 
worst days, failed most egregiously, as the 
agent of the Government evidently feared 
might bo the caso, judging from the 
trouble which he took to cover up his tracks 
by imposing the seal of secrecy upon the 
gentloman to whom his infamous proposi- 
tiona wero addressed, and by his cunningly 
worded statement that ‘* Mackenzio has no 
knowledge of my writing this letter.” Tho 
Very propositiona contained in the docu- 
ment, authoritatively mado as they are, 
forbid tho idea that Mr, Mackenzio and his 
colleagues were ignorant of the matter, It 
might be troe that the then Premier did 
not seo Sir Albert write the letter, but that 
the matter had been talked over and agreed 
upon privately it would be folly to deny, in 
view of the groat importance to them of the 
correspondence. Mr. Mackenzic has nover 
passed for a fool; and so far as our know- 
ledge of conatitutional practice oxtonds, 
Prime Miniatera do pot allow their col- 
Jeagues—no matter how intluential or pro- 
minont they may be—to dispose of Liev.
